They may annoy their seatmates, 
but “E’ riders who talk on cell 
phones, tap out e-mails or listen 
to music are among the most sat- 
isfied CTA customers and likely 
to keep using the service, accord- 
ing to a new study 

For fast-paced urbanites, it all 
comes down to making the best 
use of time while commuting, 
and for many people that means 
punching up electronics to stay 
connected to the world outside. Northwestern Uni 
versity researchers found. Transit agencies who are 
behind the curve should take notice, they added. 

Many of the CTA train riders polled said they 
want the freedom to be productive or enter- 
tained during their commutes, as they would 
be if driving their own personal vehicles. 

Still other riders said they depend on iPods 
and other devices as self-defense tools to 
avoid contact with strangers, accord- 
ing to the study which was based on a 
scientific survey of 336 CTA Red Line 
and Purple Line riders as well as ob- 
serving the behavior of 400 train 
riders. 

Whatever the reasons, the 
ability to use communication 
and information technologies 
in CTA subways and across 
the 224-mile rail system is as 
important to at least half 
of CTA riders as it is to 
get to their destination 
as quickly as possible 
according to the re- 
sults of the study, ti- 
tled “Private Time 
on Public Tran- 
sit.” Here are 
some more of i 
the findings.

LASISIOP’ 

For deportees, Broadview detention center 
may be their final glimpse of life in America

On both sides of the barbed wire at the 
Broadview detention center, people wait. 

There’s a bite in the early-morning air, and 
men and women sit in cars, windows cracked 
and engines running. What they’re awaiting 
—dreading, often— can be the culmination 
of years’ worth of court hearings and bureau- 
cracy: the deportation of their loved ones. 

“I wanted him to see his son before he left,” 
said Jessica Vargas, as she rocked y-week-old 
Abel, her son with Luis Diaz Flores, a 19 -year- 
old man on his way to be deported to Mexico. 

Tears stream down her face. She’d been 
told to arrive between 6 and 8 a.m., she said, 
to visit briefly with her boyfriend. But when 
she arrived at 5:45 a.m., Vargas was told she 
was too late. “People who are here {illegally}, 
they shouldn’t be here. I understand that they 
don’t have papers and stuff, but he’s doing 
something. He has a family here. He’s work- 
ing. He’s not doing anything wrong.” 

Sometimes the soon-to-be deported are 
leaving the facility— just 20 minutes outside 
of Chicago— to go to far-away nations, places 
where they don’t know many people and bare- 
ly speak the language. Other times, they’re 
going home, to family they just recently left. 

But in every Illinois case, the deportees will 
visit the Broadview detention center, a stag- 
ing house that will be their last stop before 
boarding a plane at O’Hare out of the US. 
With the immigration debate boiling over, 
and the federal government recently deciding 
to challenge a hot-button Arizona law, plenty 
of action takes place practically in Chicago’s 
backyard at Broadviev^ a short drive from the 
Loop. 

The Department of Homeland Security re- 
cently announced a record-breaking year for 
deportations in the country— 392,000 in fls- 
cal year 2010. The previous year also set a re- 
cord, according to Department of Homeland 
Security Secretary Janet Napolitano. 


Napolitano said the increase in deporta- 
tions is evidence the Obama administration 
“takes very seriously the responsibility to 
enforce the borders and the responsibility to 
enforce immigration laws.” 

All Chicagoans deported in the immigration 
crackdown will make their way through that 
small brick building in Broadview, a detention 
and staging facility that serves a four-state en- 
forcement region that includes Illinois. 

The DHS estimates 62 percent of those 
living in the country without legal status are 
from Mexico and reports that the majority of 
deportations are of Mexicans. At Broadview, 
some are returning to Jordan, Guatemala, 
Honduras, even Cuba. 

Vargas brought to the Broadview detention 
center a packet of money and a handwritten 
letter to give her boyfriend, Flores, before 
he returned to Mexico, a country he hadn’t 
visited since he was 5 years old, she said. Var- 
gas, 20, said Flores didn’t know anyone in the 
country other than grandparents he hadn’t 
seen since he’d left. 

“It’s been so hard,” she said, sobbing, as she 
described last seeing her boyfriend as he left 
their Elgin home for his job one morning. He 
was picked up in a traffic stop, she said, and 
found not to have a driver’s license. “He had 
told me that he wanted to get married.” 

Sister JoAnn Persch, a nun who is a mem- 
ber of the Sisters of Mercy hears tales such 
as Vargas’s often, and sees many aspects of 
the deportation process. Persch visits immi- 
gration detainees in the McHenry County 
Jail— one of the three locations in the state 
where those accused of being in the country 
illegally are held— and also helps spearhead a 
prayer vigil Friday mornings as the deported 
are bused away from Broadview. 

“You can’t help but being caught up in their 
story” Persch said one recent morning on the 
sidewalk in front of Broadview, the American 
flag flying overhead. 

It can be tough to find the Broadview de- 



tention center. Right off I-290, it’s tucked 
away in an industrial park, with no number or 
name on the front of the building. But a few 
key hints betray its purpose: the barbed wire 
atop a fence blacked out with plastic covering, 
the roving cameras fixed on entrances and ex- 
its. The occasional sedan with tinted windows 
that zips in and out of the gate, which seems 
to open just for the perfect amount of time to 
admit the car, closing quickly behind it. 

Inside, the atmosphere is more institution- 
al, like a secure hospital ward. In rooms, behind 
lock and key men peek out from windows. 


Sometimes they’re shackled, two-by-two, at 
foot and hand, facing one of the walls in a cor- 
ridor. Other times, they lie on molded plastic 
chairs, covered in grey felt blankets. More of- 
ten than not, they’re waiting, to get their one 
free three-minute phone call or to contact the 
consulate of their country of origin. 

They wait, ultimately, to step onto the 
white bus with blackened windows that will 
take them to the largest airport in Chicago, 
where they’ll be part of the millions who fly 
through O’Hare each year, according to the 
U.S. Bureau ofTransportation Statistics. 


BY THE NUMBERS 


These are some of the figures that help shape the 
debate on illegal immigration in the U.S., Chicago 
and at the detention center in Broadview. 


It would take someone six hours to drive from Chicago to the 
Tri-County Detention Center in Ullin, III. The other two places in 
Illinois where immigrants in Department of Homeland Security 
custody can be detained are the Jefferson County Jail in Mount 
Vernon and the McHenry County Jail in Woodstock. 


Those living in the U.S. illegally, even those brought to the coun- 
try as children, cannot apply for citizenship, according to U.S. 
Citizenship and Immigration Services spokeswoman Marilu 
Cabrera. Those who are caught or admit living in the U.S. illegally 
are barred from re-entry for three to five years, she said.

Sometimes they’re convicted criminals, 
nabbed when law enforcement checked their 
immigration status while they were in prison. 
Other times, they were picked up on minor 
traffic issues. They can be fugitives from Im- 
migrations and Customs Enforcement or le- 
gal residents whose status is being challenged 
by the government. 

“This is the last stop before {the detainees] 
go home and they’re free,” said Sylvia Bonac- 
corsi-Manno, an Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement official, adding they rarely cause 
trouble. “It’s the end of their journey, not the 


beginning.” 

In front of Broadview on Eridays, dozens 
gather to pray and watch as the buses take the 
deportees away When the bus stops, the men 
and women at the vigil turn and wave good- 
bye, sometimes raising a fist in solidarity or 
flashing a peace sign of hope. 

“It was really, really eye-opening,” said high 
school student Julia Webb, 17, of Highland 
Park, who watched deportations last summer 
with Or Tzedek, a Jewish youth program. “It 
was just horrible to watch. These are people, 
people like you and me.” ggarvey@tribune.com 



There are two flights each week to the Mexican border from 
O’Hare, according to Gail Montenegro, spokeswoman for ICE, 
with about 120 total seats available on each plane. Some who are 
deported from the U.S. are on commercial or charter flights, espe- 
cially if they’re being deported to far-flung nations. 


There are three locations in the Southwest 
where ICE deportation flights from O’Hare will 
land: Nogales, Ariz., El Paso and Harlingen, Tex., 
according to ICE officials. After arriving, deportees 
will be driven across the border and released. 


There are an estimated 10.8 million 
undocumented people living in the 
U.S., the Department of Homeland 
Security estimated in a report re- 
leased in January.

Mayoral race

Two prominent African-American elected officials 
launched their candidacies for Chicago mayor 
within hours of each other Sunday despite weeks 
of behind-the-scenes wrangling by some black 
leaders to unite behind a single candidate. 

Veteran West Side U.S. Rep. Danny Davis and 
state Sen. James Meeks, who is pastor of a massive 
South Side church, each declared at rallies they 
would represent all areas of the city if elected. But 
the close timing of the announcements served to 
emphasize the rivalry between political factions 
representing those sections of the city 

Some black aldermen, ministers and business- 
men had sought to select a “consensus” candidate 
in an attempt to unify African-Americans behind a 
single candidate. Davis was chosen over Meeks and 
former U.S. Sen. Carol Moseley Braun, who also is 
planning to run. 

Neither Davis nor Meeks referred to the selec- 
tion process Sunday but both said they would be 
unifiers if elected to replace Mayor Daley who is 
not seeking re-election in February 



Davis, 69, said he would bridge the gap between 
the city’s wealthy and struggling communities. 

“I will be the mayor for all of Chicago,” he said 
at a rally in the morning at the Hotel Allegro across 
the street from City Hall. 

Davis’ announcement began with an invocation 
and some of his 200 supporters gathered in the ho- 
tel ballroom engaged in a call and response as Davis 
and others spoke. 

Meeks turned it up a notch with a highly cho- 
reographed announcement Sunday evening at the 


UIC Forum that mirrored the productions at his 
Salem Baptist Church. A seven-piece band played 
and hundreds of supporters waved campaign signs 
that read, “Leadership for change, Meeks for May- 
or.” 

Introduced by Andy McKenna, the former 
chairman of the Illinois Republican Party, Meeks 
touched on the city’s struggling economy and 
crime but seized on his pet issue— public edu- 
cation. He long has advocated revamping the 
city’s education system, promoting vouchers for 
inner-city students and changing how schools are 
funded. 

Meeks also said he had the support of the busi- 
ness community a group that so far has come out 
strong for former White House Chief of Staff 
Rahm Emanuel, who Saturday announced he is 
running for mayor. Meeks’ campaign said his cam- 
paign finance co-chairman would be ComEd chief 
executive Frank Clark. 

Former Chicago Board of Education President 
Gery Chico and City Clerk Miguel del Valle also 
are prepping mayoral bids.

STEADY BEARS 

Team returns to first place with victory over Vikings, Favre

The Bears gained a tie for first place and effectively squashed the Min- 
nesota Vikings’ attempt to enter the NFC North title chase with a 
convincing 27-13 victory Sunday at Soldier Field in front of 59,834 fans. 

Jay Cutler passed for three touchdowns and Devin Hester recorded 
147 yards in kick returns to stifle the Vikings in Brett Favre’s likely final 
appearance at Soldier Field. 

The Bears improved to 6-3 with the victory and the Vikings fell to 
3-6 as Favre was intercepted three times. The Bears are 3-0 in the divi- 
sion and beat the Packers 20-17 in their head-to-head meeting. 

“We’re in first place in our division, and that’s our goal,” said Bears 
coach Lovie Smith. “This was a big game. In order for us to hopefully 
be the champs of the division, you 
have to beat the [defending] champs, 
so it was a big win for us today” 

Minnesota quarterback Favre 
knows just how big it was. 

“We’ve got to find a way to turn it 
around and all of the cliches that go 
with it, as you expect,” said Favre, who may have played his final game 
at Soldier Field. “We’ve got to pick it up. ... Can this team make the 
playoffs? Tes, I will say yes to that. Wll we make the playoffs? I have 
no idea.” 

Embattled Minnesota coach Brad Childress said he didn’t feel as if 
his team quit on him Sunday, as has been suggested in various media 
reports in the past week. 

“I sure didn’t sense that,” he said. “I thought we had a pretty good 
spark about us early on. I didn’t sense lack of effort.” 

Cutler hit tight end Kellen Davis on a 19 -yard TD pass on a third- 
and-one play with 8:37 remaining for the final margin. 

“Offensively I felt like we had control of the game most of the time,” 
Smith said. “We had a few turnovers that knocked us back a little bit, 
but for the most part we did about what we set out to do.” 

Robbie Gould’s second field goal of the day this one from 32 yards 
out with 5:26 left in the third, had put the Bears ahead 20-13. It was set 
up by Hester’s 68-yard kickoff return to the Vikings’ 34. 

Buoyed by an inspiring comeback victory over the Arizona Cardi- 
nals, the Vikings felt optimistic behind Favre. It was Favre ’s 294th con- 
secutive regular-season start and his 318th straight, including playoffs. 

Afterward, however, he talked as if he was saying goodbye to Chi- 
cago and the Bears. 

‘As I told Brian Urlacher, Lance Briggs, Tommie Harris ... those guys 
after the game ... it’s been a pleasure,” Favre said. “Not really, but you 
know what I mean. I have a tremendous amount of respect for those 
guys, the guys I’ve played against all my years playing here.”
